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TRADES’ UNIONS AND STRIKES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
S1r,—In your paper of this day, you publish two articles, 
one from the London Times and another from the Daily News, 
on the question of trades, combinations and of the 
recent strikes in London. These articles should be 
read by every tradesman in this country, who is 
associated with a. union, for it is well known 
that the vile system which receives the utter condemnation 
of all well-wishes of the labouring classses, has taken a deep 
root in this city. Trades’ unions are here as elsewhere, and 


doubt less the time may come when their influence will be ex- 
ercised, to interrupt the labour of honest industry. It 
is deeply to be regretted that men do not learn wisdom by 
experience, if not by example; for a greater curse never 
-isited society than this iniquitious system of trades clubs, 
to secure a uniform rate of wages and hours of labour. &c. Men 
might as well try to obtain a uniform size of body in the 
human fami y—uniform capacities, equality in worldly 
wealth, in a word, these brilliant philosophers of a new doc- 
trine and anew faith, might as well go for the nine points of 
the charter at once, by way of beginning, for their attempt 
to regulate wages according to a given scale, is just as pre- 
posterous. Surely the master is the best judge of what he 
can afford to pay. Besides the risk of his capital he is ex 
posed to a variety of losses against which he is bound, not 
only for his own, but for his workmen's sake to guard, and 
it is not whether the workinan is paid sufficient, but whether 
his employer can pay more, and who, pray, is best able to 
decide? 
I have witnessed many strikes in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts or England, and all have terminated in one great evil. 
namely, the ruin in many cases, and in every instance, the 
distress of the workpeople. 
Fathers have become drunkards, and idle; wives and fa- 
milies have been neglected; houses broken up; furniture 
sold, and workhouses. filled; whilst a (ew men—the secre- 
taries and stump-oraters of the gangs—have generally re- 
tired en comfortable independencies. In all my experience 
I never knew a solitary instance in which the ringle ders in 
these strikes did not accumulate wealth. They would seem 
to have been originated for their special benefit, and it is my 
conviction that allstrikes are brought about bya few desiguing, 
idle rascals, who want to make money, but who should be 
caught, and sent to the tread-mill, as the place fitted for 
them. 
I admire the determination of the London employers to 
withstand the effects of the curse which has befallen them, 
but I believe an end will never be put to this evil until [:o- 
vernment pass a law by which a severe punishment will be 
inflicted on the person who is in any way connected with a 
trades’ union.

“ Resolved—That the success with which it has 
pleased Almighty God to crown our humble effords calls, 
not only for thankfulness to Him as the gracious giver 
of every blessing, but for our increased efforts as in- 
dividuals to lead the blind, through the aid of embossed 
books, to an acquaintance with the Holy Scriptures.”

CHARGE OF MURDER. 

Jones, Daly and Manly, the three privates of the 14th 
Reziment, who were arraigned yesterday (Wednesday) 
for murder, were again placed at the bar this morning 
early. 

The evidence closed last night. 

Mr. Curran addressed the jury for the prisoners, 
pointing out the improbability of the case and the ab- 
sence of all evidence to convict them; also, accounting 
for the stone found in the mouth of the unfortunate 
woman, by the supposition that feeling lock-jaw coming 
on, she endeavoured to prevent her teeth closing by in- 
serting the stone. 

Evidence was gone into on behalf of the prisoner 
Jones, to the effect that the blood on his clothes was 
caused by blow! which flowed from the nose of one of 
his comrades who had a scuffle with another private of 
the same regiment about the time of the murder, and 
to separate whom he (Jones) interposed as a peace-maker, 
It was also proved that Daly the morning sfter the 
murder, was so destitute of money that a comrade lent 
him sixpence. 

Mr. Ball, Q C., replied for the Crown. 

His Lordship charged, and the jury, in a few minutes, 
acquitted the prisoners. 


MURDER. 
Laurence Hickey was placed at the bar charged with 
the wilful murder of Mary Donohoe. It appeared that 
the deceased travelled about with the prisoner and his 
wife Bridget Hickey. ‘They met, it would seem, at Naas, 
and went to Edenderry and Rathangan; in Edenderry 
the prisoner and the deceased lived as man and wife; 
on the 10th of September, (Friday) the three came to 
the lodging-house of a Mrs. Conlan, at Rathangan; they 
slept in the same room; other lodgers were in the house; 
n the Saturday (the 11th) the deceased was sulky and 
would not take her tea; on that evening the deceased 
went out, and in about an haur was followed by the 
prisoner; she was seen by a girl looking at a show near 
the bridge of Rathangan; between nine and ten o'clock 
on the evening of the 11th September, the prisoner was 
seen with the deceased near to the bridge. There was 
a show near the bridge, and a man who was in the lo- 
eality, heard a voice exclaim, “ Oh Lord. I am gone! 
he went forward to the place and saw the prisoner peep- 
ing from a corner of the bridge; he mentioned the cir- 
cumstance of the cry to the prisoner; he did not go with 
him to search, but ran away in a direction the farthest 
from the lodging-house. The prisoner and deceased 
had been previously seen standing together, near James 
Morrin’s gate, by a girl who asked, “Is that Mary 
Behan? ” The prisoner replied, “ I'll Mary Behan you.“ 
When the prisoner came in again, he went to bed at 
once, and a man who slept in the room next to them 
overheard through athin partition a conversation between 
the prisoner and his wife; the wife suid “ you liked 
her better than me,” he replied that he did not. She 
added“ did you do it,” and he said“ we had better look 
sharp and leave the town at six in the morning—-get the 
breakfast, then, and we'll go.” The prisoner on a 
previous occasion said to his wife that where 
there were two in the house, there could not be 
peace, and he would put a stopto it. On Sunday 
morning, the 12th of September, the body was found in 
the canal; a person passing by. saw a shawl floating. and 
the deceased lying in the canal ; she wore a light dress 
and shawl; information was given to the police; thegirl 
who had seen the prisoner and the dece used together on 
the canal on the evening of the 11th September, identi- 
fiel the body. When the prisoner was askel by the 
police about the deceased he said he did not know her 
name, and that she had merely travelled with him from 
Naas to Rathangan. | 
Mr. Battersby, Q.C., Mr. Ball, Q.C., Mr. Griffith, Mr 
Kelly, and Mr. Crawford, were counsel for the crown.' 
Mr. Gamble for the prisoner. 
The jury acquitted the prisoner, without any speech 
from his counsel. 
The Chief Justice asked them whether they thought 
the evidence was sufficien; to warrant a conviction, 
aud they said it was not; the deceased might have 
fallen or thrown herself into the canal.

At the time ofthe casualty she was on her re- 
turn voyage from New York and was in Trepassy bay, 
on the coast of Newfoundland. The accident occurred 
in a dense fog and was alleged to have been occasioned 
by the great currents, which, as all nautical men are 
aware, are very strung on the Southern shore of New- 
foundiand. The inquiry was held before Mr. Frank 
Thorpe Porter and Captain Harris, R. N., Inspector of 
the Board of Trade. 
Mr. O’Dowd, solicitor, appeared for the Board, of 


Dr. Townsend, with Mr. M‘Namara Cantwell, ap- 
peared for the Atlantic Royal Mail Steam Navigation 
Company. 

Mr. O'Driscoll appeared for Mrs. Brand, who had been

r. O'Dowd, in opening the investigation, stated the 
calamity had happened in ceim and clear weather, on a 


well-known coast. It had been attributed to some mys- 
terious agency affecting the compssa, or some almost 
supernatural force of currents. ‘The vessel was the 
property of Mr. Thomas Iloward, the sole registered 
owner, but was chartered by the Atlantic Mail Steam 
Packet Company, by whom the master had been ap- 
pointed. m the circumstances of the case the 
Board of Trade deemed it fit, at the request of Captain 
Halpin, to hold the present investigation. 

Captain Halpin sworn, examined by Mr. O’Dowd—Since 
he went to sea in 1845, has served in vessels of 400 and 
600 tons, and made 12 voyages to North America; was 
appointed by the Atlantic Steam Packet Company to the 
Propeller, and then joined he Circassian, in the perma- 
nent employment of the company; was appointed to the 
Argo in June last by Mr. Weir, the general manager of 
the company; made a passage on board of her trom 
— = New York, and touched at St. John’s; took 
out on that * a cargo of 780 passen left Neu 
York on the June, for St. John’s, with 220 passen- 
gers und a small quantity of cargo; t ie crew was 125 in 
number; there were four officers and a master; a coasting 
pilot, doctor, and four engineers, a boiler maker. 
and 26 fire-men and trimmers; the vessel was well 
found in everything ; nothing of consequence occurred 
until they had reached Cape Pine, the weather was then 
somewhat hazy ; they made land at Cape Pine, at a 
quarter before four o'clock on the morning of the 28th 
of June; Cape Pine Lighthouse bore N.N.E., 12 miles 
distant ; their course from neon on the previous day, 
had been east half north; on sighting the land, it was 
changed to S.E. by East ; at aquarter past ‘our, it came 
on a thick fog; the captajn had been on deck com- 


manding until two ‘a.m. When he went 
to the mate's cabin, having given his own 
cabin up to some passengers, he went to re t, 


himself, but was still dressed, and had his charts and 
books in the cabin ; when he went to the cabin he had 
given Henry, the second officer, then in charge of the 
deck, directions to call him on se:ing anything, or in 
case the weather should come on thick ; about a quarter 
before four Henry reported that he saw the land on 
Cape Pine, the Captain then went on deck, and the 
coast pilot was called, they had asked do you know that 
land? He said there is no mistake about it; at a 
quarter past four, the fog came on very thick ; at five 
o’clock they stopped the ship and sounded in 55 fathoms, 
the ground was sand and mud, after making soundings 
they went on at full speed 8. E. by East, they were going 
nearly nine knots ; between four and five o’clock there 
was little or no wind ; it was a standing rule of the 
Company that the lead was to be hove in thick wen 
ther ; calculated the course they had taken would bring 
them fifteen miles outside Cape Race ; the reason for 
taking that course was to avoid all in-shore currea ts 
and fishing boats and secondly to avoid meeting ice- 
bergs. Tnere was a powerful indraught or current on 
that part of the shore; Prepassy harbour is formed 
by Cape Race and Cape line ; the indraught current 
runs at no settled rate; sometimes being 
weuk at other times much stronger; 
made in his opinion sufficient provision for the cur- 
rents, so as to pass 16 miles outside Cape Race; the 
Gulph Stream meeting the Artic current, runs strongly 
during the month of June. Norrey’s Sailing Direc- 
tion, and the Atlantic Navigator, both state that the 
currents are variable and unaccountable on the coast 
of Newfoundland (Mr. O Dowd here produced a charter); 
that is not the chart by which the ship was navigate, 
continued the course, S. E. by East, till half-past five, 
when a schooner? was reported right a-head ; the helm 
was then placed hard-a-port, stopped the engines, und 
reversed full speed; hailed the schooner and asked 
where he was making; he answered to the east shore ot 
Trep. ssy bay, about a mile or two from the land; then 
ordered the lead to be hove out and found 20 fathoms of 
water; kept the course S. S. E. by whe standing compass 
the effect of which would be to take the vessel right out 
of the bay ; was not long steering in that direction when 
they saw breakers ahead and on the port bow; then 
put the helm hard a- port, stopped and revesed full speed; 
but betore she turned stern-way she struck the rocks at 
fresh water point; the current after the vessel s track 
was very rapid ; immediately got out the anchor and the 
boats, placing an officer in charge of each boat; called 
to the passengers and gave each a blanket ; the women 
and children were placed in the boats, and Cumming, the 
coast, pilot, was directed to go in search of a landing piace, 
some of the passengers remained assisting to remove the 
ship astern,she was removed a few feet but the ropes broke 
on board and she moved into her old place; the tide was 
found falling at 9 a.m., the hands commenced throwing 
over the coals, they threw over the foremost boiler and 
commenced to get some luggage up; about noon the en- 
gineer reported that the ship could not keep her track 
muh longer; the water soon after rose over the fires 
and put them out; the ship filled over the main-face in 
fifteen minutes, and she, still down, went over on her 
port side ; the crew did not leave her finally until about 
ten at night, and then did so, as they thought it 
unsafe to remain by her any longer as the surf was 
rising greatly; witness went ashore at about 
two p.m., with a rope to make a communication 
with the land and to get the luggage, as the sea was 
getting up, and the boat could not come alongside ot 
her; they could not gdt to the boats wain's store- 
room to procure ropes, yet all the p.ssengers 
were landed safely, and a great deal of baggage got 
up, but some of the passengers complained that they 
lost a large amount of property. 

A discussion here arose between Dr. Townscnd and 
Mr. O'Driscoll, in reference to the right of cruss- 
examining the witness. Dr. Townsend contended that 
the Act of Parliament gave a right to the Buard of 
Trade to make inquiry into the circumstances of the 
loss, but did not give any to a third party (as Mr. 
O’Driscoll’s client) to interpose in the investigation.

MILITARY Orerations IN ÍÍYDE Park Yesterpar.—

The earliest documents show that in 1814 Metternich, 
being then in possession, offered to Joachim Murat, still 
King of Naples, the marches of Ancono and of Fermo as 
pries of hisadhession, Rome and its natural térritory bein 
recovered by Pius VII. Next year, Murat being evict 
those marches were given at Verona to Rome, but the Ro- 
magna was retainéd by Vienna. But Czar Alexander 
and George IV., on the pressing entreaty of Cardinal Gon- 
salvi foiled Metternich, and wreached the Legations out 
of his grasp. From that moment the efforts of Vienna 
were directed te making clerical rule so intolerable as 
to drive the people into a demand for annexation to 
te Austrian Lombardy, or to the territories of the 
sand Turk himself, as a release from the most cruel 
as well as stupid and ignoble of tyrannies. A despatch 
is printed (6th October, 1825,) stating, with apparent 
glee, “that the local government was in a state of 
absolute dissolution, and the theocrateco-Turkish exe- 
cutive on its last legs.” In 1822 already it is reported 
to Vienna that internal and social economy is in a 
state of humiliating disorder; Pharisais:n and Machia- 
velism in full operation, and justice ¢peniy sold.” I 
forbear to quote the terms applied to the clergy, but 
the book is accessible, and as it is made up of strictly 
official rts, it cannot be cushioned like that of 
Edmond About.

THE MASSACRE OF EUROPEANS IN BORNEO. 

The China Telegraph contains the following account 
of the recent massacre at Banjermassing, on the south 
const of Borneo | 

“Tt appears that for some time past great discontent 
existed among the natives at the election of the new 
Sultan, who was not the lineal descendant of their late 
rler, but had been adopted by him as a son; and a con- 
spiracy was formed to depose him, unknown to the Dutch 
Resident, Count Bentheim Fecklerihurgh Rheda. At the 
head of a conspiracy was a certain Aling anativeofMuning 
who Aspired to the sovereignty of Banjermassing, calling 
himself, in his proclamations, by the style and title of 
Radja Kuning. On the breaking out of the conspiracy, 
a general massacre of the Europeans was to take place. 
The flag of the conspirators was unfurled on May 1, and 
the European workmen employed iti the coal mines of 
Julia Hermina, belonging to a joint-stock campany, and 
situated neat Kalangan, were suddenly attacked; over- 
powered, and brutally murdered, with the exception of 
two or thrée women, who managed to conceal themselves 
with their children. An attack had been made on the 
establishment at Pangeran, but the assailants had to 
draw off with some loss, having met with a very warm 
reception. In other parts of the island the massacre 
of the Europeans was general and simultaneous 
Amongst the unfortunate victims of this brutal and 
wholesale murder are five German missionaries (Messrs. 
Hammer, Rott, Wiegand, Kind, and Hofmeister), with 
their wives and children. The total number of Euro- 
peans murdered and missing is between seventy and 
eighty. Most providentially Colonel Anderson had ar- 
rived a few days previously (April 28) with a detach- 
ment of 150 mien of the 9th battalion, to reliere Count 
Bentheim of the civil government as resident, and to 
take the military command of the station. This proha- 
bly preserved Tatus, the chief town of Banjermassing, 
from a similar horrible fate; but a party of fifty men, 
sent for the protection of Pangeran, were intercepted by 
a strong band of rebels, and obliged to return. Orders 
were immediately after despatched by the resident to 
dend »ver the other five companies of the 9th battalion, 
some artillery. and halfa company of sappers by the Dutch 
war steamers, Montraco and Ardjuno, to Bangermassing, 
as areinforcement and protection. Later accounts had 
heen received from Pangeran, stating that the little band 
of Europeans shut up there were defending themselves 
most heroically, and had successfully withstood and 
driven back the assailants ten different times. Great 
complaints had been made agkinst the goverhniertt, or 
at least aginst the resident, for not affording the work- 
men of the coal-mining company the protection they 
were promised by their charter ; and the Governor- 
General had ordered an official investigation to be 
made, with a view of ascettaining whether these 
charges had any foundation. The following alzo were 
among the vittims of this cold blooded outrage :— 
Mr. Wijnmalen and family (except the three youngest 
children), Mr. and Mrs. Motley, and child (English), 
Dr. Hinzenger, Messrs. Van Hercken, Elsinger and 
Brood.

All that could be ex- 
tracted from his cautious lips was the fact that the Em- 
peror had received the demands of the Duches of Parma 
with t e most gracious urbanity, and that his Ma esty 
had said “ Believe that I have the highest respect an 
veneration for her Royal Highness. As wife, mother, 
and sovereign she has proved herself worthy the high 
name shebears. Would that it were in my power to 
interfere in her behalf. I can do but little towards im- 
proving the condition of her Royal Highness, but that 
little shall be done.” What that little is to be, or in 
what form it is to be applied, remains a secret as yet.— 
Letter from Paris. . 

A Turin letter, in the Nord of Brussells, says: —“ I 
have to mention n fatt which is not without importance, 
and which has not yet been stated. King Victor Em- 
manuel had an interview with the Emperor Franvis 
Joseph in Venetia, and I do not think I am going too far 
in saying that the two sovereigns parted satisfied with 
each other.” 

Wine Trape.—Oporto, Jury 27.—Wine shipments 
continne almost in a limited routine, principally by the 
stcamers, whose usual quantities latterly have been from 
300 to 400 pipes cach voyage. The Aurora sailed last 
evening, tating (besides other merchandise and 120 head 
of oxen), 392 pipes; one or two sailing vessels are also 
lading, and will carry between them about 600 pipes. 
The wine freight latterly by steam has been 27s. 6d, and 
the sailing ship 15s. to 17s. 61. The wine trade here, as 
well as regards old wines, remains in a state of apathy, 
few or no transactions taking place in wines of the last 
vintage. Large quantities of apples have latterly been 
sent to the London and Liverpool markets, and the ship- 
ment of onions is now about to commence, the crop of 
whicl: is both larger and of superior quality, and prices 
not likély to bé so high as in former seasons. The ship- 
ment of cattle has very much increased from the port, 
notwithstanding which the quantity of oxea in the 
country has by no means decreased. 

The advices from Alexandria are to the-2ist of July.

ApULTERY, ROBBERY, AND Murper.—The Court of 
Assizes of the Drome, a day or two ago, tried a married 
couple named Babois, of Piegros, for poisoning. The 
woman had for some years maintained an adultrous 
connection with an old man o“ the village, named Gorce, 
and her husband, wi.o knew of it, made no objec- 
tion, because Gorce, being very well off, frequently 
gave them presents, and besides, promised to remem- 
ber them in his will. On the 2ist February last, 
Gorte was taken ill with violent pains in his stomach, 
vomitings, and other symptoms of poisoning, which con- 
tinued to the 1st of March, when he died. Suspicion 
having been excited, an examination af his body was 
made and arsenic was found. As it was the woman 
‘Babois and her husband who alone had had anything 
to do with him, and who alone had an interest in his 
death, they were arrested. It was then ascertained 


that it was after partaking of some cheese the woman 


had sent him that he becameill, and that it was after 
taking other things prepared and administered by 
her that he became worse. In her house a portion of 
the cheese whith she had sent to the old man was found 
carefully put a side, and in it arsenic was discovered. As 
to the reason which she and her husband had for get: 
ting rid of Him, it was plairi—in tlie first flacé, He Had 
made a will leaving them 1,000f.,and they wanted to 
get early possession of the meney; in the second, he 
held a bill of theirs for a sum of 300f., which was to 
he deducted from the legacy, and after his death the 
bill was missing, and thirdly, he had received just be- 
fore his death 700f., which also could not be found af- 
terwards. The jury acquitted the man, and convicted 
the woman, with extenuating circumstances, and the 
Court sentenced her to hard labour for life. 


Tue American Wuaeat Harveér.—We could not 
imagine better weather for the wheat Harvest than we 
have had since the commencement of July. and we 
have faith to believe that, as a whole, the harvest of 
1859 will be equal in product to any one that has pre- 
ceded it, and that, generally speaking, the grain is of 
excellent quality. A letter before us from Tuckertown 
(N. J.) speaks of wheat fields in that State which has 
not the reputation of being first rate for wheat, that 
will yield 35 bushels per acre. Texas papers are claim- 
ing that as the greatest wheat State on the Atlantic 
side, the crop not only being great, but the grain in 
some instances weighing 75 or 80lb per bushel.—New 
York Tribune. 


American Disciptine.—Andrew Adam Davis, 
second mate of the American ship Helen Foster, was 
charged before the Birkenhead magistrates on Monday, 
with an outrage upon two Austrian seamen, who,in order 
to escape the prisoner’s violence, had leaped into the 
river, and, while one narrowly escaped drowing, it was 
believedon Sunday evening that theother, Antonio Forsi, 
had perished. After great exertions, however, and al- 
most dead from exhaustion, Forsi contrived to reach the 
shore at a place about three miles from the scene of the 
outrage. Fortunately for the prisoner, he thus escaped 
an indictment for murder, and was fined 40s., and costs, 
for the assault. 


Hyprornosra.—A singular case of hydrophobia is re- 
corded in an American paper (the Cinc‘nnatti Enquirer). 
The following is the substance of the statement :— 
Almost twenty years ago, a man named Clarke, who re- 
sides in Jamestown, Kentucky, was bitten by a dog 
which proved to be rabid, and in a hort time afterwards 
he was taken with the most violent symptoms of that 
terrible decease. After a short time the usual symp- 
toms exhibited themselves, bnt they disappeared under 
medical treatment. In a few days they re-appeared 
more violently than before, and the physicians in atten- 
dance gave up the case as hopeless. At this 
juncture some person recommended the patient's 
friends to try the effect of a medicine k own 
to botanic physicians as the “third prepara- 
parntion,“ which is composed of capsicum and the 
tinctures of lobella and myrrh. After taking the medicine 
the patient threw from his stomach a large quantity of 
frothy mucus,and from that moment the spasms ceased 
and there was also a relief from the more prominent 
symptoms of the disease. He gradually grew better as 
this treatment continued, and at length became able to 
attend to his duties, which he has done with but slight 
intermission ever since. Almost every day, although, we 
helieve, he has not béen at any time confined to his bed, 
there has been a recurrence of the disease, which, how- 
ever, had been promptly checked by the same means, 
which wrought such a miraculous change in the first in- 
stance. He now attends to his business daily, and when 
the contraction of the throat makes its appearance, he 
doses himself largely with the preparation, which he keeps 
continually about him, and immediately upon a discharge 
from the stomach becomes well. Thestory, as we have 
related it, is true in every particular, and aa tlie medi- 
cine may be obtained at almost any drug store in the 
country, its use may prevent an immerse deal of suff- 
ering; and save many alife. At all events, the case 
is worthy of note, as showing that, although the virus 
may not be entirely eradicated from the general 
system, it, at least, may be controlled in its effects.— 
Bulletin. 

END OF THE SICKLE’s TraGepy.—It is confirmed that 
the “ Sickles tragedy ” has ended in the reconciliation 
of Mr. Sickles with his wife. The following isan ex- 
tract from a letter from Mr. Sickles in defence to the 
course he has taken :—“ My reconciliation with m 
wife was my own act, done without consultation with 
any relative, connexion, friend, or adviser, Whatever 
blame, if any belogs to the step, should fall alone upon 
me. I am prepared 30 defend what I have dune before 
the only tribunals I recognize as having the siiglitest 
claim to jurisdiction over the subject, my own con- 
science and the bar of Heaven. I am not aware of any 
statute or code of morals which makes it infamous to 
forgive a woman; nor is it usual to make our domestic 
lite a subject of consultation with friends, no matter 
how near and dear to us. And I cannot allow even all 
the world combined to dictate to me the repudiation of 
my wife, when I think it right to forgive her and to 
restoré her tó my confidence aud protection. If I ever 
fuiled to comprcltend the utterly desolate position of an 
offending though penitent woman, the hopeless fature, 
with all its dark psssibilities of danger. to which she is 
‘doéomed when proscribed as an outcast, I can now see 
plainly enough, in the almost universal howl of denun- 
ciation with which she is followed to my threshold. the 
misery and perils from which I have reseued the mother 
ofmy child, And although it is very sad for me to 
incur the blame of friends and the reproaches of many 
wise and good people, I shall strive to prove to all who 
feel an interest in me, that if [ am the first mau who has 
‘ventured to say to the world an erring wife and mother 
may be forgiven and redeemed, that, in spite of all the 
obstacles in my path, the good results of this example 
shall entitle it to the imitation of the generous and the 
commenda ion of the just. 

Srraxcs w Trvue.—The Lerington (Kentucky) 
Observer describes a very extraordinary exhibition of 
insensibility to pain on the part of a young man in that 
town, in the presence of a number of physicians of 
celebrity, including members of the Medical Faculty of 
Transylvania University, and other learned professors, 
who were invited to the stand that they might detect 
any frand or deception, if practised. He began by stick- 
ing a handful of pins, up to the head, in his legs, then 
drove an awl through tne middle of his wrist into a 
chair; drove a knife throngh the muscle of his leg; 
nailed his foot to a wooden shoe, the nail or awl passing 
through the middle of the foot, and so walked about the 
stage ; cut his dexter finger through the fleshy part, ex- 
hibiting the naked bone, and concladed

SINGULAR CHARGE OF B1GAMY—ELOPEMENT AND PER- 
soxaTion.—William James, aged 40, late a sergeant in 
a foot regiment, was charged at the Birkenhead Police 
Court, on Saturday, with committing a fraud upon the 
Government emigration officers, and also: with being 
guilty of bigamy. ‘The prisoner bore on his breast four 
medals, a star of honour for taking guns in India, as well 
ag “bars” for his conduct at Alma, Inkermann, Dala- 
klava,and Sebastopol. For his valiant deeds he was 
allowed a pension of 15d. a day, and latterly he has filled 
some good situations in Lancashire and London. The 
case was remanded till to-day. ‘Ihe case for the 
prosecution, so far as it has transpired, appears to 
be as follows:—About thirteen months ago, the 
prisoner was quartered in Burnley, where he 
became intimate with Isabella Burns, a rather good- 
ooking young woman of 22 years of age, who was a ser- 
vant in the Cottintercial hotel. After a short courtship a 
wedding took place, and at the time of the marriage the 
wife was introduced by her husband to Lucy J umes, u 
young woman whom he represented to be his sister. In 
the course of time the newly-married couple took a ¢ot- 
tage, and Lucy, who had been previously emp oyed as 
a dress maker in Burnley, went to live with them. rrom 
Burnley, the party are stated to have come to reside 
near Manchester, James having obtained a situation 
as gatekeeper to a nobleman. Three months, however, 
Closed this engagement ; andthe soldier then procured 
the situation of drill-sergeant at the Royal Military 
Asylum at Chelsea, where also Mrs. James filled the 
post of nurse. Still the “sister” remained as one of the 
family. Whether James was dischatged from his 
situation as drill-sergeant does not appear, but about a 
month ago he seems to have tuld his wife that he was 
going to asituation in Rochdale, and suggested that she 
should for a few weeks visit her friends in Blackburn. 
This she did, leaving her husband with Lucy in the metro- 
polis. Several letters were exchanged but ultimately Mrs. 
James become impatient, and going to Rochdale, found 
that she had been deceived about the situation in that 
town, that her husband had eloped with from 

London, and that the pair were to sail as man and 
wife for Australia, from the Birkenhead Emigration 
depot, on 30t) July. It would seem that James 
had made use his marriage certificate at 
Blackburn, and that Lucy had personated herself 
as Isabella James, his wife. The guilty pair had lived 
for three weeks at Birkenhead as man and wife.

‘They eried 
for assis‘ance, but before that could arrive the kiers had 
b ‘come impassible to any but the strongest swimmers. 
The tide speedily covered the spot upon which the men 
were standing, and continued rising until it reached the 
necks of the shortest and the armpits of the taller men, 
the waves and spray being vontinually beaten over their 
heads. By this time a considerable number of persons 
were gathered within sight of the apparently drowning 
men, without the slightest means of affording 
them assistance. Fortunately the tide at this tim 
had reached its highest, but it was not until nearly three 
honrs had elapsed that assistance could reach the poor 
fellows. At the time the water had so far receded as to 
reach only to their waists. a young man volunteered te 
swim to their rescue. Taking with him a bottle rí 
spirits he plunged into the water, and although the cur 
rent in the channels was running swiftly, he succ 
in reaching the sufferers, just at a time when one of them, 
an old man, was about to succumb from exhaustion and 
exposure. A draught of the spirits and a prospect of 
relief, however, revived the poor fellows, and a rope 
having been procured and made fast to their bodies 
they were drawn across the rapids and rescued almost
